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Moel Siabod is a rocky and precipitous mountain 
in the neighbourhood of Capel Curig. It attains a height 
of 2,860 feet, and though the climb is somewhat diffi¬ 
cult owing to the steepness of the sides and the loo«e 
rocky fragments, the tourist who essays the ascent (which 
is best effected from Capel Curig or Dolwyddelen) 
is amply repaid by the magnificent views of Snow¬ 
donia and North Wales attained from this altitude. 
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
